“My point of view,” said Sir 
Hugh, “is that in_ selecting 
works for modern collections, 
such as the one which should be 
the main feature of your pro- 
jected Municipal Art Gallery in 
Bryant Park you should give the 
artist the benefit of the doubt.

Arséne Alexandre as Art Critic. 

M. Arséne Alexandre, art critic of the 
“Figaro” and keeper of the Chateau of Com- 
pi¢gne, has been appointed to succeed the 
late M. Roger Marx as General Inspector of 
the Provincial Museums, and M. Gabriel 
Mourey, a well-known and talented writer on 
art, succeeds M. Alexandre at Compiégne. 
M. Alexandre has not always shown great 
competence as a critic. When two or three 
years ago a confiding gentleman called 
Drouet bequeathed to the Louvre an ex- 
tensive collection of false Turners, which 
he had spent many years in accumulating, 
M. Alexandre attacked the authorities of 
the Louvre for refusing the bequest (thanks 
to the energetic action of M. Leprieur,) de- 
claring that a collection of “masterpieces” 
was lost to the nation. A few months later 
the collection of masterpieces was sold by 
auction at the Hotel Drouot and large can- 
vases, which would have been worth $60,- 
000 a piece had they been genuine, fetched 
about $50 each; whereupon M. Alexandre 
explained that after all nobody could tell

a figure in relief of the Virgin and 
Child, beneath an arch of Gothic de- 
sign. The vessels, which are for the 
most part recovered from the “pozzi,” 
or receptacles for household rubbish, 
attached to every house by Orvietan 
law, supply the missing link between 
the earliest examples of Italian pottery 
and that characteristic of the 14th and 
15th centuries. 
The Late Heinrich Gutekunst. 


It is with regret that I have to record the 
death of Mr. Heinrich Gutekunst, father of 
Mr. R. Gutekunst, of Grafton St., and Mr. 
Otto Gutekunst, head of the firm of Col- 
naghi & Obach of New Bond St. The late 
Mr. Gutekunst, who controlled some impor- 
tant auction rooms for the sale of works 
of art in Stuttgart, was equally well known 
in London, for he was instrumental in estab- 
lishing, some sixty years ago, the English 
branch of Messrs. Goupil & Co.’s business. 
He purchased various times several collec- 
tions of importance, but his first large 
“coup” occurred at the commencement ot! 
the Franco-German war, when he acquired 
at a compulsory sale, a number of valuable 
drawings and prints which afterwards rea- 


lized big prices. The catalogs of the sales} 


held at his auction rooms have long been 
noted for the extremely scholarly manner 
in which they are produced.

Although the majoritv belong to the 18th 
century, an attempt has been made to give 
the correct attributions to their respective 
artists. The Japanese seem to recognize in- 
stinctively, whether they are masters or 
merely disciples in Art, what constitutes the 
suitable and appropriate in regard to the 
adornment of such dainty trifles as the fan 
and that which properly belongs to another 
and more serious sphere. Modern English 
designers might take a valuable lesson from 
these attractive examples of the craft.

Let us give thanks, however, that 
we have such a daily as the “Herald” here 
in Boston with an art-writer of such cour- 
age as F. M. Coburn who says, anent this 
matter, that many _ painters. have lost 
chances to exhibit their best works of the 
year elsewhere because they were saving it 
for the present show and that many would 
have remained out of the competition alto- 
gether had they known of the unannounced 
preference list. 

Miss Margaret Huntington has just closed 
a very successful exhibition in Copley Hall, 
the attendance having been surprisingly 
large and the sales correspondingly num- 
erous. 

Lovers of Oriental art are much inter-

PARIS LETTER. 

Paris, Jan. 21, 1914. 
There are two American exhibitions 
‘now on. Charles H. Thorndike, whose 
work | have more than once noticed, is 
holding for the first time a “one-man 
show” at the Reitlinger gallery, Rue 
'La Boétie. His method of painting en- 
titles him, I suppose, to be put in the 
category of Post-Impressionist, but 
those who are not frightened by names 
will admit the merits of these land- 
scapes which are really personal and 
‘include subjects from Venice, Brit- 
tany and Corsica. The exhibition 
shows that Thorndike has been “feel- 
ing his way,” for there is a marked 
change in his style when one compares 
ithe earlier with the later paintings. He 
thas already done something and will 
go further. 

At the Art Students’ Club in the Rue 
de Chevreuse, Blondelle Malone is ex- 
hibiting more than a hundred paintings 
and watercolors, her work of the last 
two or three years. She has consid- 
erable sense of color, and hér water- 
colors are particularly attractive. 
Among the paintings the snow scenes 
may be specially mentioned. 


At the Brunner gallery in the Rue 
Royale, there is an exhibition of paint- 
ings, sculpture and decorative work by 
thirty-six artists. The pictures by Au- 
burtin and the pastels by Mme. Claude 
Marlef have attracted particular atten- 
tion; there are some good bronzes by 
|José Clara, and a series of engravings 
‘in color, flowers and still-life subjects, 
by Gaston Lecreux, who died only 
this month. Chaine & Simonson have 
a show of attractive watercolors by 
\Luis Jimenez, French and Spanish 
‘landscapes and some interiors. <A 
/painter, whose work I do not remem- 
ber to have seen before, Charles Mon- 
tag, is exhibiting at the Druet gallery. 
If, as I suppose, he is quite a young 
;man, his work is extremely promising. 





Gioconda’s Finder Wants Reward. 
Signor Alfredo Geri, the Florentine deal- 
jer, to whom France owes the recovery of 
the “Joconde” thinks, with some reason, 
that country has not shown sufficient grati- 
jtude and has begun an action for damages 
jazgainst the French Government. The So- 
cieté des Amis du Louvre has given Signor 
Geri the sum of $5,000, which it had of- 
fered as a reward to the person who should 
1estore the picture, but all that he has re- 
ceived from the Government is the rosette 
of an Officer de I’'Instruction Publique, 
while various Italian officials who did noth- 
ing have been made Chevaliers of the Le- 
gion of Honor. Signor Geri demands from 
the Government ten per cent. of the value 
of the “Joconde.” It is difficult to see 
what legal ground there can be for the claim, 
|but the Government might, no doubt, have 
shown more generosity. One of Signor 
|Geri’s complaints is that he was not invited 
jto the official ceremony of the restoration 
of the picture to the French authorities. 





Flameng and Roll. 

Francois Flameng had intended to spend 
some time in America again this year, but 
it seems that he has changed his mind and 
will not cross the Atlantic. He is engaged 
in trying new effects in painting, in particu- 
lar effects of artificial light. 

Roll, the President of the Société Natio- 
nale des Beaux Arts, has nearly finished the 
ceiling that he has been painting for the 
Petit Palais, the museum of the town of 
Paris. It will be remembered that part of 
the ceiling has already been exhibited at the 
Salon of the Société Nationale. The sub- 
ject is the apotheosis of the Republic and 
the painting is one of the most successful 
of the artist’s works. The ceiling will short- 
ly be put in place and will then be inaugu- 
rated by the President of the Republic. 

In a little book just published, Count Rob- 
ert de Montesquiou does justice to that 
great engraver of the Second Empire, Ro- 
dolphe Bresdin, on whom Champfleury’s 
novel fixed the nickname of “Chien-Caillou.” 
M. de Montesquiou also does justice to 
Champfleury whom he treats rather severe- 
ly. Bresdin was one of the greatest en- 
gravers of the 19th century and the book 
is timely; it contains a few illustrations. 

There is nothing to record in the auc- 
tion rooms, which remain dead and will not 
revive until February.

THE FRAGONARD SHOW. 

Fragonard is very human. He is 
humble, a friend of the people, a “bon 
bourgeois,’ who dearly loved an ac- 
tress. And in art it is humanity that 
counts. ‘The greatest masters were 
sons of the soil, of peasants and small 
farmers, or of small shopkeepers or 
other more or less modestly stationed 
habitants of towns or cities, They 
forced their way upwards by means of 
their genius until they became of the 
elect, and often the friends, as well as 
the protégés of princes. It was rare 
that one came from the nobility. 

A Many-Sided Painter. 

All this is called forth by the present de- 
lightful little exhibition of the works of 
Jean Honoré Fragonard, which Messrs. E. 
Gimpel and Wildenstein, have arranged at 
673 Fifth Ave. for the benefit of the French 
sSenevolent and Artists’ Fund Societies. 
Here are grouped the thirty-four paintings 
and drawings that illustrate every phase of 
the many-sided art of the famous pupil of 
Chardin and Boucher. Here are portraits 
of actresses and family scenes and pictures 
of heathen fable, as well as Holy Families, 


both original and after Rembrandt, and 
two landscapes. Here is a taste of that 
flippantly elegant life of love and leisure 


that Watteau and Boucher touched up with 
such consummate art and sympathizing skill 

With ribbons and roses this son of the 
Midi, this gracious and graceful man _ of 
Grasse, decked all his world of art and life 
How supremely graceful is his work on the 
au dessous de miroir, “The Cage” and “The 
Reaper,” “The Gardener,” “The Shepher 
dess” and “The Grape-Gatherer” all three 
framed on panels for the boudoir of some 
favorite or dame du loisir.
